Collector U rges Taxable* to Make Re­ 
turns at Once so as to Avoid Last 
Minute Rush. 


By direction of the division chief, 
G. Frank Lindemuth, of York, I). G. 
Bowman, deputy collector of internal 
revenue for Adams county, today an­ 
nounced changes in his income tax 
return itinerary made 
public 
last 
week. 
The change is necessitated, it 
is stated, because Collector Bowman 
m ust spend more time in the division 
headquarters’ office at York, owing to 
the fuct th a t one of the older collec­ 
tors has been transferred to another 
office. 
Between 1.000 and 1,200 m en and 
women in Adams county m ust file in­ 
come tax returns, it has been e stim a t­ 
ed on the basis of the number of p er­ 
sons making returns last year. March 
lf. is the last day on which to file the 
returns, a fte r which 
penalties will 
be exacted for failure to comply with 
the provisions of the law on this m a t­ 
ter. 
In the neighborhood of IOO persons 
in Adams county have filed their in­ 
come tax returns up to the present 
time. 
In view of the change 
in 
schedule which will necessitate M r. 
Bowman'* presence in York to a g re a t­ 
er extent than would have otherwise 
!>een necessary, the deputy collector 
is urging taxables to make returns as 
prompt, as possible, so that there will 
lie no last minute rush. 
March 8 
will be his last day at the G ettysburg 
Post Office. 
No change is made in Deputy Col­ 
lector Bowman’s itinerary up to Feb­ 
ruary 18, and he will be a t the places 
on the dates previously specified.

C. Will iam Beales, Carlisle street, 
today announced himself as a candi­ 
date for delegate to the Republican 
National Convention at Cleveland, sub­ 
ject to the Pennsylvania prim ary elec­ 
tion April 22, in the York-Adams dis­ 
trict. 
He favors uninstructed delegates, and 
is for the nomination of President 
Calvin Coolidge. 
Mr. Beales decided to become 
a 
candidate afte r party leaders in both 
York and Adams counties urged him 
to present his name to the Republican 
voters in the primary. 
He has been 
assured th a t he will have no organized 
opposition, it is stated by persons who 
sit in the councils of the Republican 
party. 
“ It is gratifying to me th a t my 
friends desire me to become a candi­ 
date as one of the two delegate! from 
the York-Adams 
district who 
will 
speak for Pennsylvania Republicans 
in the national convention to be held 
in Cleveland this year,” 
said 
Mr. 
Beales in making his announcement. 
“ I am in favor of an uninstructed 
delegation. 
But I favor the nomi­ 
nation, first of all, of President Calvin 
Coolidge. 
He is, in my opinion, not 
only the logical man for the pres­ 
idency, but, under existing conditions, 
his election is essential to the welfare 
and continued prosperity of the na­ 
tion.” 
Mr. Beales has been a leader in Re­ 
publican politics in this section for a 
number of years. 
He was a member 
of the state senate from the Ad ani s- 
Franklin district in 1916-1920 and wras 
elected to Congress in 1914 from the 
York-Adams district. 
He began his 
political career when he came to Get­ 
tysburg from the York Springs section 
as clerk 
to the Adams county com­ 
missioners back in 1903. 
Mr. Beale* is the first candidate to 
announce for the national 
delegate 
.position. 
It is purely an honorary 
place, the successful candidates being 
required to pay their own expenses to 
the national convention, which will se- 
* lcet the p a rty ’s candidate for the pres­ 
idency next November.

Washington, Feb. I.—After adopt­ 
ing the Walsh oil lease annulment 
resolution, the senate, debating for 
three hoers the Robinson resolution, 
requesting the resignation of Secre­ 
tary Denby, failed to come to a vote 
on that and adjourned. 
The resolution demanding the resig­ 
nation of Secretary Denby was taken 
up Thursday by the senate after it 
had passed unanimously the Walsh 
resolution proposing annulment of the 
Sinclair and Doheny oil leases. 
An attem pt was made in the debate 
on the Walsh resolution to attach the 
Robinson resolution to it. but that met 
with such immediate and general pro­ 
test that the sponsor, Senator Tram ­ 
mell, Democrat, Fl'orida, withdrew* his 
motion. 
Immediate opposition to the Tram ­ 
mell proposal was voiced by Senator 
Lodge, of Massachusetts, the Repub­ 
lican leader, who said he would “re­ 
sist very strongly” such a declara­ 
tion by congress. 
There was only one w'ay by which ! 
the legislative branch could remove a j 
cabinet officer, he said, and that was j 
by impeachment. 
Senator Lodge described the Tram ­ 
mell prooosa! as “an attempt to force 
the hands of the nresident in the ex­ 
ercise of a discretion which is his 
alone.”

Denby should have resisted the efforts 
made to influence him to agree to 
transfer of oil reserves to the interior

WELL 


Thought Child Was Changeling1, 
According to Testimony of 
Neighbors. 


Woodstown, N. J., Fob. I.—Mrs. 
Bessie Atkinson, mother of the 6-year- 
old girl who w-as found dead in an un­ 
used "well under the kitchen floor of 
her home here Thursday, is declared 
by neighbors to have been suffering 
from an illusion that while she was 
in an Atlantic City hospital another 
child was substituted for the child 
born to her. 
Thq body of the little girl, thin and 
emaciated, according to Daniel 
W. 
Beckley, prosecutor of Salem county, 
w-as found tied in a burlap bag. The 
girl’s name was Miriam Catherine. 
She wras the oldest of three children. 
This delusion of tho mother, neigh­ 
bors say, was shown in the way the 
child was treated by the mother. She 
was seldom seen on the street playing, 
with other children, they say, and on 
several occasions she was locked in 
the attic while her parents went to the 
motion pictures. 
The father, Robert, and the mother 
are held on a charge of murder at the 
Salem county jail, ten miles from 
Woodstown. 
Whether the charge will be pressed, 
according to the prosecutor, depends 
on an autopsy which has been ordered 
to determine whether or not the child 
died naturally, as the mother says, and 
whether or not she was dead before 
the body was thrown into the well. 
According to the mother, the chih! 
died on January 23, and immediately 
after death she says she threw the 
body into the well. 
The father de­ 
clares he did not miss the child until 
Wednesday. 
The investigation which led to the 
discovery of the child’s body was 
started by two sisters of the child’s 
mother, Mrs. Miriam Sander and Mrs.
